Nicholas A¥enue were rescued by fire- 
men on eefial ladders yesterday morn- 
ing during a fire of unknown cause that 
went up the stairway from the ground 
floor, mushroomed and burned out the 
top floor, AwBistant Chief Joseph B. 
Martin was of the opinion that it was a 
case of incendiarism, 

Several hours earlier fire was — 
ered in a seventh-fleor ward of the New’ 
York Nursery. and Child’s Hospital, Am- 
sterdam Avenue and Sixty-first Street. 
Decters and nurses formed a bucket 
brigade and extinguished it before the 
arrival of apparatus. 

Seven persons; fotir of them firemen, 
were injared in the St. Nicholas Avenue 
fire. Nineteen families fled to the street 
before the fire bédartié dangerous, hav- 
ing been aroused by the barking of two 
Scotch terriers that noticed smoke. 
While Fred Bengler, the owner, was 
trying to quiet one-of the dogs, Nellie, 
he smelled smoke. When he opened the 
door of his apartment fire was shooting 
up the stairway.. He led his mother, 
Maty, 60 years old, and his cousin, Mrs. 
Paula Gerke, a widow, and her son,

TO WHAT THE PRESIDENT’S 
SILENCE GIVES CONSENT. 

In a burst of honest indignation on 
Saturday, Governor Smrrn cried out 
against the policy of. silence respect- 
‘ing the Ku Klax/Klan which Presi- 
dent Coolince has followed. Here we 
have a hateful and un-American or- 
ganization, yet the public official who 
‘* has a special commission to speak 
** for the heart and conscience’ of the 
** American people *’ has not a word to 
say against it. Governor SMITH does 
not believe that the Klan can endure. 
It is already weakening. But it shrinks 
and dissolves most rapidly where men 
and women are bold enough to fight 
it openly. .They are doing this in 
Indiana and in Kansas, as they had 
done it previously and triumphantly in 
Texas, But none of the opponents of 
the Klan, many of whom are attack- 
ing it at-personal'es well as political 
risk, has had a sign of either praise 
or encouragement from the President 
of the United States. 

What does this complete and per- 
sistent abstention’ of Ar. CooLipas 
mean? It cannot imply that he hag 
any secret sympathy with. even the 
avowed objects of the’Ku Klux: Klan, 
much less with its tyrannical’ and 
lawless acts. Religious intolerance and 
political proscription must seem as 
indefensible and abhorrent to CALVIN 
CooLtipcm as -to all other Americans 
who have inherited our best - tradi- 
tions. If he has chosen the role of 
silence, despite the many appeals to 
him to speak out, ft must be because 
he is at present more impressed by 
his obligations to his party than ‘by 
his duty as a citizen...

Great 
names like BECQUEREL, Curiz, Rar- 
LEIGH, ARRHENIUS, METCHNIKOFF, 
Carre. simply pale in vitality before 
nearly every name in that other col- 
umn which contains ByorNnson,. MIs- 
TRAL, CaRDUCCI, KIPLING, MAETER- 
LINCK, HAUPTMANN, Tacora. 

In that list there are missing names, 
to be sure. Were it not for the fact 
that there is a spiritual Channél be- 
tween Britain and the Continent, it 
would be THomas Harpr who loomed 
up as the most deserving of the suc- 
cessorship' to ANATOLE FRANCE. He 
has the venerable years which are a 
requirement, the high seriousness, and 
the concrete achievement of the other 
masters. But the Continent will not 
accept a Briton as the expression of 
itself. The one Englishman whom it 
might consider for a moment, BERNarp, 
Suaw, is disqualified by his inability 
to carry his own country with him. 
‘No doubt Germany will feel that the 
\primacy has passed to her Havupr- 
MANN, and: Italy will put in a strong 
bid ~for p’ANNUNzIO.

Its Severity Makes It Seldom| 
‘Used, Sing Sing Head Declares 
Discussing Lawlessness.

OSSINING, Oct. 19.—Warden Lewis E. 
Lawes of Sing Sing, in an addréss be- 
fore the Summerfield Methodist Church 
at Port Chester today; declared that in 
six years only 3 per cent, of the 1,800 
homicides in New Yerk-City had re- 
sulted in death sentences and that 50 
per. cent. more individuals had been 


| killed ‘by the police than by the Sing 


Sing electric chair, during that. period. 

"We are passing through a’ period of 
disregard for law on all sides and by 
ali classes,’ the Warden said. ‘‘We can- 
not view some forms of lawlessness with 
complacence without letting down in ‘the 
legal machinery. all along the line. 

“One factor peculiar to us is the diffi- 
culty of assimilating many. foreign ‘ele- 
ments into our population, and closely 
related to this is the problem of educa- 
tion. Sixty-five per cent. of the inmates 
| received in Sing Sing during the fiscal 
year just ended were below. the eighth 
srade of grammar school in training. 
Nor-is the illiteracy due to the _outh- 
fulness of the inmate. The average age 
of the inmate for the past two fiscal 
years has been higher than the average 
for any two years within a decade: For 
the year just ended the average age of 
an inmate was 29 years 1 month. 

“Our methods of criminal procedure 
are defective. We have delays and 
faulty bail methods, and then there is 
the signal failure of capital punishment. 

“The latter is perhaps the most strik- 
ing example of the many where the law 
holds a threat so severe it is seldom car- 
ried out. The very elements that make 
it unenforceable are human ones that 
can’t be overcome. ‘That is why this 
form of punishment can neéver\be any 
better. ; 

“In spite of somewhat. pessimistic in- 


dications,\I wish to sound a note of opti- 
mism. I don’ t believe crime in general 
is as rampant as it fs popularly supposed 
to be. Prison commitnients, snow no ten- 
dency toward an increase proportion 
to thé population.

That the Federal Government. encour- 
age and assist the States to maintath 
adequate systems of public employment 
offices and to coordinate these into an 
effective -nation-wide service. 

That the States administer and sup- 
port their own employment offices, sub- 
ject to the terms é@f.agreement with the 





Governments participate in the manage- 
ment.of the offices in their. community 
through representation‘ on their Jocal 
employment committee. 

That, in order to establish the non- 
partisan charaé@ter of the service, the 
functions, to be performed by. the Fed- 
eral Governmerit be administered by a 
board appointed by and directly re- 
sponsible to the President. 

That:this board consist of the Secre-|and 
tary of Labor, the. Secretary of Com- 
merce and the Secretary of Agriculture. 

That a national council and local em- 
ployment committees. representing em- 
ployers, workers’ and possibly. other al- 
led interests be established:as*an addi-, 
tional aid in obtaining neutrality of ad-

That the procedure of the service in 
respect to demands for workers by em- 
ployers ih whose establishment a strike 
or lockout is in progress or is pending 
shall be such as to guarantee the ‘neu- 
trality of the service.
